Private Dispatch Was Received From Madrid and

Confirmed by Nunciature Announcing Death of 


Pope Pius X—Health of Pontiff Has Been 


Unsatisfactory for Several Weeks. 


"There is no truth in the report circulating through- 


out the world based upon a telegram that the Pope is dead.'' 
This telegram, received by the Associated Press, early to- 
day following the report set at rest the fears of millions of 
Catholics that the head of their faith had expired. News of 
the reported death of the Pope was received in the United 
States shortly after 8 a. m. It was known that the Pontiff 
had been suffering for many months from a complication of _ 
ailments and credence was given the report. The Nunciature 
at Madrid confirmed the rumor, which was immediately 
denied at Rome. Members of the American clerics received 
no word of the reported death.

ling suddenness and is to be taken 
with all reserve until direct news is 
received from Rome. 


Nothing within the last few days 


has indicated that the pope was in 
a critical condition, 
although 
h*s 


health has ifor some time been unsat- 
isfactory. 


On March 25 he was compelled to 


suspend hie audiences tor a few days 
owing to a slight oough accompanied 
by catarrh. 


On March 27- he was 
sufficiently 


improved to resume his 
audiences. 


Among those greeted on that day 
were some 350 Americans. They not- 
ed a slight pallor and some hoarse- 
ness in the pontiff's speech, but be- 


yond that there was no evidence; of 
serious physical disability. 
The pope -went through the fa- 


itiguing ceremony of 
greeting 
300 


persons without a sign of exhaustion. 


The first dispatch irom Miadrid re- 


ceived today is but a few words. Tt 
is noted that it states that it was a 
private dispatch which brought 
the 


first word of the report to Madri'l. 
This would be open to much douot.

Like all men who essay the diffi- 


cult role of a public career in Amer- 
ica, Justice Hughes has been various- 
| ly described as being little short of 
an angel and several degrees blacker 
than the devil. 
Probably neither 


label is exactly accurate, but Amer- 
icans do love extremes. 
Wherefore 


.we may believe that Justic Hughes 
was a true prophet when, in 1908, he 
predicted that 
Mr. Taft, "with his 
| fairness and acumen, with his wide 
knowledge of the bar from which the 
judges must be recruited, with his 
ibroadmimledness 
and 
democratic 


[sympathy and his keen interest in all 
. that pertains to the welfare of the 


people, will, if he is selected to per- 
form this duty" (the naming of jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court) "see to 
it that the interests of the country 
are impartially and wisely safeguard- 
ed in its discharge." Or we may, if 
our prejudices incline in that direc- 
tion, accept the Hughes estimate of 
Alfred Henry Lewis, as set forth in 
Mr. Hearst's Cosmopolitan Magazine. 
Mr. Lewis candidly 
confesses that 


"personally or politically I do not like 
Mr. Hughes" and continues: "In fig- 
ure he is slight, slim, spare. . . His eye 
is as hollow as his record, his cheek 
as hollow as his heart. 
His head is 


shapely, his nose ill drawn, his mouth 
liberal, his jaw loose, his ear large and 
ready to hear aught to a Hughes ad- 
vantage. 
Of hair and beard he has 


enough to make nests for twenty ori- 
oles . . . Mr. Hughes is patriotic and 
disinterested, but never to excess. As 
a mere man he is a most tastely va- 
riety. 
Neither bitter 
nor sweet, 


neither false nor fair, neither loyal 
or disloyal, he is no Damocles to be- 
tray, no iJamon to be true." 
After 


which, and much more to the same 
general effect one does not need the 
prefatory explanation that Mr. Lewis 
does "not like" Justice Hughes. 


Educationally Justice Hughes is an 


alumnus of Colgate, Brown Univer- 
sity and the Columbia Law School. 
For a short time he taught school, 
and in 1884 he began the practice of 
law in New York. His first impor- 
tant public service was as counsel for 
the Armstrong Investigation Commit- 
tee, which, in 1305 and 1906, uncov- 
ered evidence of the grossest misman- 
agement ancl extravagance in the con- 
duct of several large insurance com- 
panies. Tn 390r( ancl again in 1908 he 
was elected Governor of New York, 
ancl in 1908 he was prominently men- 
tioned as a possible Republican can-' 
clidate for the presidency.

CONVENTION 
REPRESENTATION 


Southern Republicans Have Been 


Complaining For 20 Years, 


NO CHANGE LIKELYTO BE MADE, 


Fifteen Stat*«, Practically All of Which 


Are Democratic, Have 350 Delegate* 
or Enough to Decide a Contest—Ba- 
con of Georgia Guardian of the Sen- 
ate's Dignity. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington, April 11. — [Special.]— 


While there is a vigorous complaint 
about the southern representation in 
the Republican national conventions, it 
is doubtful if any successful attempt 
will be made to change that repre- 
sentation at the coming Chicago con- 
vention. For more than twenty years 
complaints have been made about the 
inequality of representation, but never 
has the controlling element in a con- 
vEution dared to make the change. 


It is not because there is fear of loss 


of votes in the southern states, but the 
fear of losing negro votes in the north- 
ern doubtful states, which keeps the 
present inequality In existence. That 
is what controls each convention when 
it is attempted to make'the change. 


At the three last national conven- 


tions when the Republican candidates 
were named it seemed almost certain 
that they would win. In fact, they 
were strong enough to win without 
fear'of the loss of the negro vote, but 
they did not dare take the risk. The 
candidate nominated at Chicago next 
June will feel the same way about It. 


Fifteen States, 360 Delegates. 


In the states of Alabama, Arkansas, 


Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Maryland, Mississippi, Missouri, North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, South Carolina, 
Tennessee, Texas and Virginia, only 
one or two of which rarely go Repub- 
lican, there are 350 delegates to the 
national convention, enough to control 
the result in any contest. 


Commissions and Bureaus. 


Commissions and bureaus belong to 


no party. Many bills have been intro- 
duced in the house to create various 
bureaus of the government and to or- 
ganize commissions for all kinds" of 
purposes. Democrats as well as Re- 
publicans seem to think that many 
problems could be solved by new bu- 
reaus or special commissions. 
Sever- 


al bills carrying appropriations and 
providing for small commissions have 
gone through the house, which mean 
:hat they will be created. There is talk 
of junkets • in connection with these 
measures, but it does not prevent men 
from supporting them. 


Bacon on Guard. 


When the dignity of the senate is in 


danger Senator Bacon of Georgia is al- 
ways found ou guard and if need be 
with a repelling foi^e. Let a cabinet 
officer send anything like a curt reply 
:o the senate in response to a resolu- 
tion and he does not go scot free. On 
the contrary, he generally gets a wordy 
ambasting that he no doubt remem- 
}crs for many a clay. Bacon does not 
propose to have the dignity of the sen- 
ate treated lightly. 


Rocker's Excuse. 


Congressman Rucker of Colorado has 


"ound considerable difficulty in keep- 
ng uis Democracy on straight during 
;he consideration of the different tariff 
jilis. Wool, lower duties on lead and 
line and free sugar have hit the Colo- 
•ado Democrats pretty hard. 
Begin- 


ling his speech on the free sugar bill, 
Rucker excused himself by saying: 


'•I would hesitate to impose upon the 


indulgence of the house at this time 
were it not for the fact that I am no- 
toriously a timid man and am appre- 
lensive as to the fate of my scalp 
should I return to my constituency 
without having given voice to my pro- 
:est against this measure." 


A Leading Issue. 


"Inasmuch as the average man," 


<«aid Congressman Hamilton of Michi- 
gan, "is busy about his own affairs and 


nows less about tariff schedules than 
Umost any other thing, the tariff has 
jeuerally be«u regarded us an excel- 
ent political issue, about which ora- 
:ors can talk with fluency and Impu- 
nity without knowing very 
much 


\bout what they are talking about. It 
s therefore fair to assume that the 
tariff will be the issue this year." 


Remedy In Sight. 


Congressman Willis of Ohio was dis- 


cussing some of the difficulties regard- 
ng the tariff on wool. Congressman 
Baker stated that the same difficulties 
existed in California as in Ohio and 
isked why the conditions had not been 
remedied. 


"Speaking frankly," replied Willis, 
'I think rhe reason that there lias been 
no remedy is because tho gentleman 
'rom 
Cali-forniti and myself have not 


>een in congress heretofore." 


Little Time For Mourning. 


The day the announcement of Sena- 
or Taylor's death was made to the 
senate the four new senators from Ari- 
zona and Now Mexico appeared on the 
ioor. As soon as the senate adjourned 
out of respect for the distinguished 
Tennessee senator the fonr'new sen.n- 
ors were presented to many of the 
men with whom they wore to be asso- 
ciated, and it cnusscd one man to rc- 
mirk: "Poor old Fiddling Bob Taylor 
s forgotten.

continually 


among themselves. In the 
twelfth 


century Henry II, invaded the island 
and laid the foundation for English 
sovereignty.

Under its in- 
fluence TOO persons (not its mem- 
bers) also gardened vacant lots and 
18,000 had gardens at home. Nine- 
teen hundred acres in all were im- 
proved.
